Japan Expecting 


Invasion 


YOMMENTING on the resigna- 
tion of the Tojo Government, 

a Tokyo spokesman, guoted by the 
German radio, declared yesterday 
that the Japanese people were 
grateful for all that the Govern- 
ment had done, but were more 
determined than ever before to 
smash the British and Americans. 

“ The Japanese are now expecting 
the enemy on the soil of the 
Japanese -homeland,” he..eontinued, 
“ Not until that happens will it be 
possible to strike the decisive blow 
against him.” ‘ 

The Emperor of Japan has ordered 
General K. Koiso and Admital M. 
Yonai to form a new Cabinet in 
place of General Hideki Tojo’s, 
which resigned on Tuesday. The 
Japanese News Agency sfated that 
a stronger Cabinet was to be formed 
“to infuse new life into our people 
and prosecute the war more closely.” 


Limerick Air Services 


A petition for the confirmation of 
a special resolution of the Limerick 
Steamship Company, Ltd., to alter 
provisions in their memorandum of 
association and give them power to 
operate air-line services and engage 
in aerial transport was allowed by 
Mr. Justice Overend in the High 
Court, Dublin, yesterday. 

The petition stated that the pro- 
posed extension of the objects was 
to enable the company to carry on 
the business of aircraft owners and 
carriers of passengers and goods by 
air. In view of the development in 
aerial transport it was anticipated 
that, without the powers asked for, 
the company’s existing business 
would be detrimentally affected by 
competition of similar companies, 
which might have taken powers to 
operate aircraft on routes served 
by the company’s vessels.

“The enemy thought to: attain 
by a murderous attempt what he 
cannot do by honest arms. 

“ As on several occasions before 
in the course of the last few years, 
the German nation can thank 
Providence for preserving the 
Fuehrer so that he may accomplish 
his great task with which he has 
been charged by fate. ' 

“The attempt which has failed 
must be a warning to every German 
to redouble his war effort.” 

The following statement was cir- 
culated by the German News 
Agency last night:— 

“An attempt on the life of the 
Fuehrer was made with high ex- 
plosives to-day. 

“The following persons of his 
entourage were severely injured: 
Lieutenant - General Schmundt, 
Colonel Brandt, Collaborator Berger. 

“Slighter injuries were suffered 
by Col.-General Jodl, as well as 
by Generals Korten, Buhl, Boden- 
schatz, Heusinger, Scherff, Admirals 
Voss and von Puttkamer and Lieut.- 
Col. Borgmann. 

“ Hitler received light burns and 
bruises, but no injuries. He at 
once began to work again. He then 
received Mussolini for a long meet- 
ing, as previously arranged. 

“Shortly after the attempt 
Marshal Goering came to Hitler.” 

The news was repeated at 7 p.m. 
on all German home radio stations. 

Lieut.-General Schmundt — head 
of the personnel department of 
the German Army—was Hitler’s 
chief military aide-de-camp for 
several’ years. 


CURTAIN OF SECRECY 


On the German radio last night a‘ 
spokesman of the armed forces 
declared; “This unsuccessful deed 
has brought every German soldier 
closer to the Fuehrer, and it will 
drive every member of the perman 

ed fo t Harder than 
ever in this battle, which will decide 
Germany’s fate.”

Precision building needed the com- 
bined ability and initiative of the 
research worker, architect, construc- 
tion engineer, and production 
engineer. 

He had no fears that precision 
building was likely to disorganise 
the industry and oust traditional 
methods. 


ECONOMIES 

Mr. Vincent Kelly, President of 
the Royal Institute of Architects, 
proposing a vote of thanks to Mr. 
Crampton, said that none more than 
architects desired to see and encou- 
rage the advent of increased pre- 
fabrication in buildings, especially 
in the sphere of temporary build- 
ing after the war. They also 
believed that great economies could 
be effected by the improvement of 
traditional methods and the better 
use of traditional materials.

MUD SLEDGES 


Moscow Radio said last night:—

Reporting the new Soviet drive 
between Brest-Litovsk and Bialy- 
stok, the German commentator, 
Colonel von Hammer, said that the 
new. attack is a big-scale offensive, 
launched from about 35 miles 
south-east of Bialystok towards the 
west and south-west.
